Most people are familiar with the 
picturesque beauty of Lisbon (the 
Capitol of Portgual). For years travel 
bureaus have played up its majestic 
appearance — and travellers the world 
over have gone away, always im- 
pressed. When I visited the stately 
city, the warmth and friendliness of 
its people struck me. It was a truly 

» great experience. 

Being a musician, I sought a song 
that would capture all that I had seen. 
I heard “Lisbon Antigua,” which. had 
been a big song in Lisbon for years 
(it was first copyrighted in 1937). Its 
simple melodic lines — its homespun 
beauty — seemed to be just what I 
wanted. I took it back to America 
with me, built an orchestral arrange- 

ment around it and “Lisbon An- 
tigua” was the result. 

The “New Notes” referred to in the 
title are concerned with the arrange- 
ments of “Lisbon Antigua.” When you 
arrange a tune, there are many factors 

which have to be taken into considera-. 
tion. Firstly, if you’re writing for one 
particular artist — then you must con- 


_ sider his or her vocal range. You could -

—if it’s forced the singer involved has te 

strain to reach the high notes; you can

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rangement must be in perfect harmony 
with the song in question. For example, 
in “Lisbon Antigua” the arrangement 
couldn’t be too lush — that is, it had to 
be simple to convey a hominess, the 
“real” feeling of Lisbon. 


The trouble with some arrangers is 
they don’t bother to study the lyrics — 
all they’re interested in is the music. 
If they would take the time to adjust 
the music to the mood or atmosphere 


‘of the lyric, the unity of both could be 


emphasized. The right sound may mean 
the difference between a smash or a 
dud. When I arranged “Black Smith 
Blues” for Cap records’ star Ella Mae 
Morse, | wanted to get the sound of 
the anvil in the background. After 
trying a few devices, we came up with 
an ash tray and drum key to bang on 
it. That gave it exactly the right qual- 
ity. 


I hope you’ve enjoyed this “behind 
the scenes” information. Of course, 
I’m not inferring that you should take 
credit away from the vocal artist — 
no indeed! After all it’s the artist that 
makes you want to buy a particular 
record or album — but all I ask is that 
you listen to-the background and see 


if the musie matches the lyric. If you]
